Doctor Spangler was a member of 
Ute hospital board, the only staff 
member holding this office, and was 
much interested in the work of en­ 
larging the institution.

Japanese Defeat 
Chinese Army In

Tokio, Nov. 6 (AP).—Japanese 
troops crushed a Chinese army in 
a three-day battle in Manchuria 
and sent them flying in disorder­ 
ly retreat according to advices 
received here today. 
The Japanese lost 130 killed. 
The battle ended at 10:30 o’clock 
today when reinforced Japanese 
detachments launched a fresh 
offensive. 
Japanese scouts reported that 
the Chinese were in full retreat. 
Japanese a i r p l a n e s dropped 
bombs upon the fleeing Chinese^ 
throwing them into panic and in­ 
creasing the disorder of their re­ 
treat.

CONQUERING A PLAGUE 
The award of government medals 
and pensions to descendants of those 
who took part in experiments at­ 
tending 
the 
successful 
campaign 
against yellow fever recalls one of 
the great chapters in modern medi- 
cial history’. 
Yellow fever, of little more than 
historical interest to most persons 
today, was ain ever present threat 
before the twentieth century. 
From 1800 to 1879, with but two 
exceptions, yellow fever visited the 
United States every year. 
History records a number of viru­ 
lent outbreaks of yellow fever in 
Philadelphia, New Orleans, Mem­ 
phis, and other cities. 
Losses in human lives mounted to 
the thousands and the money losses 
to hundreds of millions. 
In 
1890 yellow 
fever 
appeared 
among American soldiers stationed 
in Havana. 
The commisison ap­ 
pointed by the U. S. Army to study 
the disease was composed of Walter 
Reed, 
James 
Carroll, 
Jesse 
W. 
Lazear, and Aristides Agramonte. 
An experimental station was es­ 
tablished at Quemados, Cuba, and a 
number of studies were set on foot. 
The work called for volunteers 
and, though the danger involved was 
fully explained to them, tw’o Ameri­ 
can soldiers, Privates John R. Kis­ 
singer and John J. Moran, offered 
themselves as subjects for experi­ 
mentation. Both the young men de­ 
clined money compensation. 
Private Kisinger developed yel­ 
low fever after he allowed himself 
to be bitten by a mosquito which 
was known to have drawn blood 
from a sick patient. 
Dr. Lazear, who was accidentally 
bitten by an infected mosquito, died 
of the disease. 
The Stegomyia mosquito was con­ 
clusively shown to be the transmit­ 
ter of yellow fever. 
Its control,
